Members have 
coordinated various workshops and 
clinics each year including a series 
of workshops co-sponsored with the 
Twin Tiers Orff Schulwerk 
Association. 

The clinics'have included 
three Orff-related workshops every 
year for the past four years and 
yearly attendance of the PMEA 
conference with Dr. Amchin. The 
On-campus clinics have focused on 
such topics as instrumental repair, 
planning the private instrumental 
lesson in public schools, vocal 
pedagogy, running a Jazz band and 
Marching band techniques. Dr.

part of community-wide music 
experiences including the recent 
Holiday workshops, music and 
university functions. 

This year, Dr. Amchin plans to 
have folk dance as a regularly 
scheduled event, attend PMEA 
conferences, and sponsor 
workshops on percussion 
techniques and a community sing 
using the MENC publications Get 
America Singing... Again. With the 
Twin Tiers Orff Association, Kathy 
Robinson from Temple University 
will present a session on 
Multicultural Music Education in 
September, and Dr. Dettwiler will 
present a session on vocal 
techniques and the MENC/ 
TTOSA groups will co-sponsor an . 
instrument building session in the 
spring. 

The planning committee is 
actively working to include other 
clinics pertinent to music education 
topics. 

■ Current student officers are 
strong members of the student 


body at Mansfield. President Nancy 
Jarvis is a double major in Music 
Education and Therapy, plays 
trombone in the Mansfield Jazz 
Ensemble, and is a member of the 
Wind Ensemble and Trombone

Marching Band Contest - It’s 
been a long time since MU 
hosted a marching band festival, 
but plans are under way to host a 
marching band contest October 
18. The Beta Sigma National 
Band Fraternities, will host 12-16 
high school marching bands on 
Van Norman football field at MU. 
Each band will be adjudicated by 
professionals in the band field on 
their music execution, marching . 
and maneuvering execution, 
music general effect and march¬ 
ing and maneuvering general 
effect. In addition, each group 
will have their color guard and, 
percussion sections evaluated. 

Bands will be divided into two 
categories: bands of 85 members 


or less and bands over 85 mem¬ 
bers. All bands will receive partici¬ 
pation awards. One band from 
each category will receive a “Best 
of Class” plaque for representing 
outstanding achievement in their . 
performance. Four separate awards 
will be given to the bands in each 
category demonstrating Outstand¬ 
ing Brass, Outstanding Woodwind, 
Outstanding Color Guard, and 
Outstanding Percussion Section. 
Any band in each category may 
. qualify for one or more of those 
awards! 

Adam F. Brennan, director of 
bands and contest coordinator . 
thinks'this event will be Unique to 
the region. “Marching band 
contests have really taken some 
interesting directions lately, and I 
can’t say it has always been for the 
better. I am hoping to provide an 
environment of friendly competb 
tion, where the real contest lies in . 
the betterment of school band 
programs. This contest is not 
affiliated with TOB or other, 
organizations and is therefore not 
limited to bands from only Penn¬ 
sylvania. The contest should 
provide directors and students an 
opportunity to improve' upon their 
performance with constructive 
comments from professionals in 
the field without the worry of how 
their score will affect their stand¬ 
ings around the state. I feel this 
should never be a reason for 
attending any contest. Competi¬ 
tion is a tool through which stu¬ 
dents and teachers alike can learn 
from their experiences and should 
be open to all bands, regardless of 
their size or budget. Our focus 
should be on being better today 
than we were yesterday, striving 


for musical excellence. Instead we 
find ourselves focusing on “win¬ 
ning” or being crowned “State • 
Champions”. There are many 
outstanding bands that choose not 
to compete to avoid the negative 
image that some competitions 
have fostered. If every band that 
competes realizes that the compe¬ 
tition is really about improving 
their performance, then everyone 
who participates can be seen as 
having been successful. I hope we 
can put the emphasis back on 
music education.” • 

The contest will run from 
9 a.m, T 5 p.m. with an hour break 
for lunch at noon. The event is 
open to the public and promises to 
be a thrilling and enjoyable show. 
Tickets for spectators will be $5 
for adults and $3 for students. 
There is no reserved seating. 

Wind Ensemble Tour - The 
MU Symphonic Wind Ensemble 
under the direction of Adam F. 
Brennan will once again perform 
in an annual recruiting tour this 
November 19-21. The Wind 
Ensemble consists of 46-48 
auditioned musicians and 
performs cutting edge collegiate 
wind and percussion literature.

Double Reed Professor Susan Laib. 

announces that, after much ado, she; 
received the Doctor of Music .degree from 
Florida State University on April 25, 1997. 
Her doctoral treatise, An Annotated 
Bibliography of Original Works For Sold 
Oboe With Wind Accompaniment And An 
Appendix of Arranged Works, was 
completed this spring. The intent of the 
project was to find as many original works 
for solo oboe with wind accompaniment as 
possible and to provide a practical refererice 
source of works for this instrumentation. 
Nobody, least of all the researcher, had any 
idea just how many works for oboe and 
band actually existed. The preliminary 
research had turned up about 20'original 
pieces. In the end, 133 original works were 
identified, of which 59 were located and 
annotated. The bibliography also has 93 
listings of arranged works.
